Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: for the reason set forth in the Final Office 
Action. The use of the term "consisting essentially of " presented in the claimed invention does not exclude the coloring material taught in 
the applied prior art since the dye taught in the applied prior art produce a color photothermographic material and it would not provide 
any negative results to the material. The photothermographic material encompasses both color photothermographic material, and siver 
image material such as black and white photothermograhic material. The present specification on page 62, lines 14-35 discloses tat the 
photothermographic material may be used either of monochromic photosenstive material and color photosensitive materials. 
The color phothermographic material has been known to use both color developing agent and reducing agent for silver ion such as 
presented in the previous office action. The results presented in the Declaration is related to the color photothermographic material 
which is is not consistent with the applicants'argument that use of such term "consiting essentially of" excludes the color 
photothermographic material taught in the applied prior art of record. The type of the photothermographic material is not clearly 
specified in the claimed invention. 
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
